A terrible storm swept over Porte 


Rico'on Tuesday of last week. 
Ponce 


the principal city, was flooded and a 
least 300 persons were drowned. Al 
the buildings were damaged and hun 
dreds destroyed. 
The United States 


soldiers there worked heroically and 
saved many lives. 
The total loss o: 


life throughout the storm-swept island 
is over 2,000. All the crops were total 
ly ruined and the people are in grea' 
distress. When news of the disaster 
reached Washington the war depart 
ment tool: prompt measures for the 
relief of the hurricane sufferers. When 
the press despatches and Governor 
General Davis' advices made known 
the extent of the destruction wrought 
by the storm, steps were immediately 
taken to send supplies, and the trans 
port McPherson was ordered put in 
readiness to sail from New York on 
Monday of this week. She carried ra 
tions and other necessaries. 


Secretary of War Root sent the fol- 


lowing appeal to the mayors of all 
cities of more than 150,000 population. 


Sin:—The governor-general of Porto 


Rico confirms the report that upon the 
Sth instant a hurricane swept over 
that island, entirely demolishing many 
of the towns, destroying many lives 
and reducing, so far as he can estimate, 
not less than 100,000 of the inhabitants 
to the condition of absolute destitu- 
tion, without homes or food. Unless 
immediate and effective relief is given, 
these unfortunate people will perish of 
famine. 


Under these conditions,the president 


deems that an appeal should be made 
to the humanity of the American peo- 
ple. 
It is an appeal to their patriot- 


.sm also, for the inhabitants of Porto 
R-ieo have freely and gladly submitted 
themselves to the guardianship of the 
United States and have voluntarily 
urrendered the protection of Spain, to 
which they were formerly entitled, 
confidently relying upon more gener- 
us and beneficent treatment at our 
ands. The highest considerations of 
lonor and good faith unite with the 
promptings of humanity to require 
'rom the United States a generous re- 
sponse to the demand of Porto Ricans' 
listress

TESTING OCEAN CURRENTS. 


nimible Inforoiatlon Secured From Bot- 


tles Thrown into the Sea. 


Some valuable information respect- 


ng ocean currents has been obtained 
)y the naval hydrographicoffice, Wash- 
ngton, D C., through floating bottles 
brown overboard by steamers and re- 
:overed by passing ships, which report 
he exact points at which they were 
ound. 
Frequently the bottles are 


acked up and again tossed overboard 
after the latitude and longitude and the 
number of the bottle have been noted, 
o that the office in Washington may 
now the direction taken by the bot- 
le since put into the sea or last sight- 
d by some vessel. In. this way the 
irection it has

and the 


trength of the current can be accu- 
ately estimated. 
There are some recent returns which 
how that bottles have floated thous- 
uds of miles and one has a record of 
overing 2,400 miles in 92 days. This 
ottle was tossed overboard from the 
teamahip Furst Bismarck on May 1, 
895, about 350 miles southeast of Cape 
,ace, and recovered on August 1 in the 
icinity of Gluckstadt, on the Elbe, 
'he distance between the two points, 
ollowing the roiite through the Eng- 
sh channel, is about 2,400 miles, giv- 
ng 2G miles as the lowest possible esti- 
late of the daily average velocity 
ith w'aich the bottle traveled east- 
vard. 


The longest distance made by any 
ottle was one thrown from the steam- 
hip Electrician, which covered 0,300 
lies in a little over three years, or an 
verage of nearly six miles a day. 
Another bottle traveled 6,000 miles in 
74 days, or an average of eight knots, 
hile still another made 5,000 miles in 
27 days, or an average of 15.3 knots a 
ay. Another good record for a botble

f IS 8 knots a day. 
In conduetiug its experiments the 
avy department has had the co-opera- 
.on of the Russian government, which 
n the cruises of two of its vessels had 
nrown in the sea 703 bottles, of which 
0 have been recovered and reported. 
Taken collectively, the paths followed 
y these floating bottles give a good 
lea of the drift currents of the North 
Itlantie. The motion of the waters 
eems to be westerly, as is evidenced 
y the destination of the numerous 
ottles cast adrift between Madeira 
nd Cape San Roqiie, all of which 
Itimately found their way to the 
Vindward islands, the Bahamas or to 
he western shores of the Gulf of Mex- 
co.

WASHINGTON, August 15.—It is said 


there is no longer any question that a 
stronger military force muse be cent 
to the Philippines, and 50,000 men, 
and possibly more, will be necessary. 
General Miles recently presented a 
suggestion to Secretary of War Root 
providing for the continuation of en- 
listments under the present plan oi 
raising ten regiments at home until 
from 5,000 to 10,000 more men were on 
the rolls. General Miles b"lieves that 
the withdrawal of some of ohe regular 
regiments which have seen long ser- 
vice in the Philippines will be neces- 
sary this autumn. The effect of their 
withdrawal would be to reduce the 
effective fighting force, outside of the 
regiments required for police and gar- 
rison duty, below that given by Gen- 
eral Otis in his estimate. The latter 
does not seem to have considered the 
sossibility of any regulars being or- 
dered home. 


The war department has arranged 


to send two more shiploads of supplies 
to Porto Rieo for the relief of the desti- 
tute. 
The steamer Evelyn, of the 


New York and Porto Rico line, will 
sail from New York next Friday with 
a cargo. The government transport 
McClellan is scheduled to leave New 
York for San Juan on August 23. The 
auxiliary cruiser Resolute will also be 
utilized in case it is found necessary. 
Secretary Root to-day directed the 
purchase of 300,000 pounds of codfish 
or the Porto Riean sufferers. 
According to reports received at the 


itate department from consuls in Ger- 
many, the Germans are not only en- 
gaged in an attempt to shut out Amer- 
can and other foreign-made goods 
rom the German market, but are ex- 
:rting every influence to maintain the 
tatus of German goods in other mar- 
tets and to increase tbeir sales. Vice- 
Consul-General Hanauer informs the 
tate department that the German 
people believe it is essential to their 
tamling as a "great power'' to make

against the fossil tendency that makes 
men find the admirable things only in 
the buried past—that vague and limit- 
less term called "the good old days." 
The new man may indeed dig ia the 
ancient stratifications of life, but his 
tendency is to discover in the past of 
humanity, just as the scientist does in 
the rocks, mainly saurians, ichthyo- 
sauri, mastodons, pterodactyls—things 
that tore and lorded it through fear 
and that affrighted. He says that the 
good times are these times; that there 
never were any better; and with the 
eye of the seer he foretells that,though 
in the conceit of our own doings, we 
think the pinnacle of humanity has 
been reached, yet there are times still 
to dawn that shall transcend ours 
much as ours have transcended those 
that went before. 


The new man—aged—believes in 


humanity with his whole soul, not as 
being yet perfect, not even within 
sight of perfection, but as having its 
substance permeated with the possi- 
bilities of perfection. 
And for this 


reason he can cheerfully lay down the 
task that he has attempted, and at 
which he has progressed; for he knows 
that all good work is but a preliminary 
step to better, and that no work is 
lost. 
His faith may indeed seem 


foolishness to those who have not the 
eye to see things invisible. His faith 
is simply the faith of the scientist who 
sees in the humblest and most hidden 
plant a law at work that p.bsolutely 
prevents waste; change of form indeed 
there may be—but annihilation never; 
so that though an effort may vanish, 
much as a body resolves itself into its 
original gases, yet nothing is lost. 
This is his faith and he clings to it as 
the answer that death gives to the 
human questioning.- He must believe 
in watchfulness over things moral and 
spiritual by the great architect of all 
or he will curse God for allowing 
things moral and spiritual ever to 
enter the human heart, only after all 
to be vanishing mockeries of human 
effort. 


But let us touch for a little while on 


some less serious aspects of the n?w 
man—aged. The young love him be- 
cause he does not come into their pres- 
ence to depress. His head indeed may 
be gray but his heart is young and out 
of the fullness of the heart the mouth 
speaketh; so that in all things which 
beckon youth forwardon the beauteous 
way of high life, he is with them not 
to discourage but to cheer, not to 
prate of a better past but to give them 
understanding of that past in order 
that the present may be more beauti- 
ful and useful. Age deters him, of 
course, from violent sports that appeal 
to the very violence of the torrent of 
life within the young, but his 
pathy is with them in their exuber- 
ance. They know it. He knows it, 
and in the knowledge they are united 
in one. 


Another bond of sweetest union be- 


tween himself and the youthful is that 
he ever holds his mind open to new 
knowledge, new progress and new 
theory. 
Better fitted perhaps than 


the young to weigh evidence and sift 
error from truth, he is nevertheless 
quite as eager as they to brave difS 
culty and to scorn consistency rather 
than break step with the forward- 
marching hosts of the world.

They have kept the people's money 


on deposit in favored private banks, 
from which they receive the reward of

In EnelUli Authority Sayn the Amer- 


ican Ide» RiRlit to Stnrt With. 


Turkeys are general!} considered to 


be the most delicate of poultry and 
very difficult to rear, says an English 
exchange, but Mr. W. B. Tegetineicr, 
who is a very great authority in such 
matters, maintains that tlie treatment 
of turkeys is generally misunderstood 
and that tbe cause of delicacy and 
mortality among them is generally 
that they are reared on the tainted 
ground of farmyards or In their imme-. 
diate vicinity. In America, where tur- 
keys are allowed to roam as they' will 
and roost in trees, the hens make their 
own nests and generally, unless the 
season be exceptionally unfavorable, 
bring every chick to maturity. 


Of course the chicks are sometimes 


attacked by rats and other vermin, but 
tlie number of birds killed in this man- 
ner is comparatively insignificant. 


The plan of rearing turkeys absolute- 


ly unprotected has beeu followed by 
Sir Walter Gilby at Elsenham. Essex, 
for some years past and with the 
greatest success. The birds excel both 
in plumpness and iu flavor, anil the 


uge amount of meat on them is prob- 


ably due to the fact that they use their 
wings in flying, and therefore the mus- 
-les of the breast, which work tlie 
wings, are properly developed.

Dlseuhain tlie turkeys are fed with the 
peasants and every morning come up 
o the hall to receive the house scraps, 
with the result that tliuy are liner, bet- 
er birds than those fattened in captiv- 


y. 
Mr. Tegetmeier advised all who can 


do so to allow their tnrki-ys to live nn 
entirely natural life In the open, not 
shut in farmyards or even iu a field 
near the house. 
Reared iu the same 


way as pheasants, they Bud the great- 
er part of their food for themselves, 
and under natural conditions thoy 
thrive far better than it is possible Cor 
them to do on ground which has be- 
come tainted, as a farmyard must be. 
even though an immensity ol care and 
trouble be exp»nr'"i1 ucon them.

Interesting Experience In Feeding Hogs— 


>'ot Uorses Enough. 


The experiment station of the Kan- 


sas Agricultural college, writes Pro- 
fessor Haney, has from time to time, 
by bulletins, short articles for the pa- 
pers, etc., shown the value of feeding 
io fattening hogs something besides 
those highly starchy feeds, corn and 
Kafflr. 
In feeding over 200 head of 


hogs experimentally not a case has 
come up where the results were not 
most favorable to feeding some feed 
rich in protein along with the corn and 
Kafflr. 
But what is intended to be 


brought out in this item is not the pe- 
cuniary gain from feeding such feeds 
as alfalfa hay, skimmilk or soy beau 
meal with the other feeds, but it is the 
humanity of doing so. Putting a hog 
in a small pen and giving it no feed 
but dry corn and Kath'r and water is 
inhumane. Hogs so treated, when you 
come to the pen, will walk away as far 
as they can and eye you as though 
they knew you were responsible for 
their pains of digestion, the annoying 
lice and all the other unfavorable con- 
ditions of the young hog that is being 
starved on carbohydrates, protein is 
the source of the blood, bone, hair, 


iiiscle and nerve. 
Take away this 


ipply, and what lias the poor hog to 
ve for? Their hair drops out, their 
elly bows up as well as the back 
one, great rough wrinkles of hide 
cum to work- out on the tail, but in- 
tcad of wrinkles working out the 
ody has drawu up aud left the hide, 
ke the insect that pupates in one end 
f the worm, as we say.

Bum all vegetable parings and 
talks, fish bones untl such like refuse, 
s, if put in the dust bin, they speedily 
ecay and cause various ailments. 
Never pour the water in which greens 
ave been cooked clown the kitchen 
ink, but somewhere outside. If this 
s impossible, flush the sink afterward 
veil with cold water to which some 
isinfcetant has been added. This pre- 
ents the telltale odor of greens per- 
ading the house for hours afterward. 
Be exquisitely neat in serving your 
ishes and in garnishing the same. 
Examine all copper pans frequently 
o see if they need reliuing, and never 
How any food containing acids, such 
s lemon jelly, stewed fruit or toma- 
oes, to stand in them after cooking. 
Push in the dampers In the kitchen 
tinge when but little fire Is required, 
o as to prevent unnecessary waste of 
ucl. 
When gas stoves are used, lower or 
urn out the burners us soon as may 
e. This will make an enormous dif- 
erence in the quarter's gas bill. 
Never wash the pudding cloths with 
oap or soda or with other cloths, or 
hey are apt to acquire a disagreeable 
lavor. 
Avoid the too common habit of bang- 
ng the oven door. It often means, by 
he sudden vibration and inrushing of 
old air, the spoiling of light cakes and 
lastry.

STONKS IN THK ROAD. 


broken stone some finer material must 
be introduced into the structure of the 
roadway, and this material is usually 
called a binder or by some roadmakers 
u "filler." 


There used to be much contention re- 


garding the use of binding material in 
the making of a macadam road, but it 
is now conceded by nearly all practical 
and experienced roadmakers, both iii 
Europe aud America that the use of a 
biuding material is essential to the 
proper construction of a good macad- 
am road. It adds to its solidity, in- 
sures tightness by closing all of the 
spaces between the loose irregulai 
stones and binds together the macad- 
am crust in a way that gives It firm- 
ness, elasticity and durability. 


Binding material to produce the best 


results should be equal in hardness 
and toughness with the road stone 
The best results are therefore obtain- 
ed by using screenings or spalls from 
the brolien stone used. Coarse sand or 
gravel can sometimes be used with Im 
punity as a binder, but the wisdom o: 
using loam or clay is very much ques 
tioned.

Southern Way of Cooking Hice. 
I heard a southerner remark one day 


that the northern housekeepers did not 
know how to cook rice and that he 
missed that dish more than anything 
tie had left at home. Undoubtedly he 
is right in his complaint, for I think 
the average dish of rice is an unpalata- 
ble mess. 
As prepared iu the south 


each grain is perfectly cooked and 
stands apart, and there is no suspicion 
f the stickiness with which we arc 
familiar. 


The cause of the failure in rice cook- 


ing is insufficient time allowed for the 
rice to dry. It is impossible to cook 
ice and dry it in less than an hour. 
Properly done the rice is washed in 
plenty of water, drained and placed in 
a good sized saucepan full of boiling 
water. 
The boiling is brisk for a 


quarter of an hour, when the water I" 
strained off, the rice put Into a colan- 
der and hot water poured through it 
It is then stirred and put in the air to 
dry for an hour or uiore. Frequent 
stirring hastens the drying process, 
which is finished by leaving the colan- 
der before the fire until the kernels are 
crisp and hot. Then rice is an addition 
to meat which is not to bo despised — 
Boston Traveler. 


Stnln Scnson.

Tip Burn or Scnlrt. 


This Oisease of potato leaves occurs 
n many parts of the country and is of- 
en confused with early blight. The 
ips and edges of the leaves turn 
irown, and these discolored areas soon 
tecome hard nucl brittle. 
The burning or scalding may occur 


at any time, nnrl as a rule is Hie result 
f unfavorable conditions surrounding 
lie plant. Long continued cloudy and 
.amp weather followed by several hot 
ncl bright days is very apt to result in 
he burning of the foliage. This is es- 
lecially the case on soils carrying a 
:omparatively 
small 
percentage of 


noisture. When the weather is cloudy 
mil damp, tlie tissues of the potato 
become gorged with water, and this 
las a tendency to weaken them. If 
he sun appears bright and hot when 
he leaves are iu this condition, there 
s a rapid evaporation of tlie moisture 
stored up iu their cells. The evapora- 
ion may be faster than tile supply 
furnished by the roots, ami if this con- 
:inues for any length of time the weak- 
er and more tender parts first collapse, 
then die and finally turn brown ami 
dry up. Tip burn may also occur as 
the result of protracted dry weather. 
5very effort should be made to keep 
lie plants in good growing condition, 
for if they become checked through 
ack of proper food or cultivation or 
both they are more apt to burn. It is

CULTIVATING TURNlr-S. 


Better Way Than Growing Then 


utt n Cnteli Crop In Corn, I2tc. 


So many farmers sow turnips as a 
atch crop in corn aud potatoes that 
hey forget there is any other method 
f growing them. The American Culti- 
ator points out what it considers the 
etter way: 
As a rule catch crops do not pay. 
hey always interfere witii the late 
ultivatiou of hoed crops, which is al- 
•ays important aud sometimes neces- 
ary if there is a dry.time late in sum- 
,er. Now that most farmers cultivate 
oed crops very shallow late iu the 
uinrner, merely scratching the surface 


kill weeds while they are small, 


lere is less objection to late cultiva- 
on than used to be the ease. In the 
Id days, when a plow was used at the 
ast cultivation to pile the soil up 
gainst the hills of corn or potatoes, 
ie result was always Injury and often 
uin to the crop. 
In such case, too, 


lere was little chance for turnips to 
row, as the soil piled up against the 
ills turned the water into the middle 
f the rows, or, rather, the corn leaves 
lemsclvcs did so, as they bend over 
o the middle of the rows by July aud 
ften in June, turning the slightest 
iower into the middle of the row, 
•here most of the corn roots are. Un- 
er the hill the soil is almost always 
ry until the corn is cut. The potato 
op does not lop over so much, but it, 
oo, throws a good deal of the niois- 
nro that falls ou it into the space be- 
weeu the hills. 
Ill cither a dry or wet season turnins 
re better if grown where they can be 
ultivated and hoed. 
If the seed is 


own in drills two feet apart, a horse 
an drag a narrow cultivator through 
his space, scratching tlie dry soil and 
ot only killing small weeds, but 
hrowiug a little dust over the turnip 
lants. This will kill the fly that de- 
troys the tender leaves. 
A better 


vay Is to scatter i3ry lime or gypsum 
n the line of the rows, thus enabling 
he cultivator to keep his horse be- 
rween without stepping on the young 
lants. If this is done two or three 
imes, the turnips will only need hoe- 
ng in the line of the rows. 
Turnips 


rown thus will yield possibly ten 
imes as much as they would if sown 
s a catch crop. 
A good deal of the work which the 
ultivation requires is offset iu the 
atch crop by the extra labor required 
o hunt over a large field to gather the 
urnips that if cultivated could be 
rown on a quarter of an acre. 
B«- 


Ides this the plan of cultivating tur- 
ips cleans the land of weeds. Grow- 
ng them as a catch crop leaves all the 
vceds to grow as long as the turnips 
re growing. Many weeds will seed 
n that time, and all those that are 
iennial will root themselves under 
belter of tiie catch crop ready to grow 
.nd seed next season. 
A farmer may sow turnips among 


growing corn or potatoes if be b;is no 
ther place lor them. But It is not an 
couoinictil practice, aud usually the 
orn or potatoes are Injured by lack of 
ultivation more than the turnips are 
vortli, even if tlmy could be harvested 
or nothing. 


Salt or Alkali Gram. 


A grass abundant throughout the 
astern Rocky 
mountain region in 


trongly alkaline soils, but of little, val- 
ue except in times of scarcity of for- 
ge, is the common salt or alkali grass. 
'Vlthough often producing a great deal 
f leafiige, it is hiirsh and unpalatable 


and is refused by stock as long as oth- 
ir grasses are to be obtained. Sheep 
at it more readily than other stock. 
:t is abundant in the Bad Lands regions, 
md as better grasses are usually 
icarcc there it is sometimes cut for 
my. In localities where the laud is be- 
coming "alkalied" through improper 
rrigation this grass is spreading rapid- 
y and ofteu becomes quite a pest, ac- 
cording to Agroslologist T. A. Wil- 
iams.

Unnsunlly Favorable 3eports From AH 


Over the Country. 


Following is the weather bureau's 


weekly summary ot crop conditions: 


Very favorable weather conditions 


prevailed during the week in the Ohio 
valley and generally in the Middle.At- 
lantic and East Gulf states, thouehout 
the Central and Southern Rocky Moun- 
tain districts and on the Pacific, coaat. 
Drought prevails in the lower lake re- 
gion, North New England and portions 
of the Central and West Gulf states, 
while the lower Missouri, Bed River 
of the North and Central Mississippi 
valleys have suffered from excessive 
rainK, severe 
and 
destructive hail 


slrrms occurring in Wisconsin, Minne- 
sota and North Dakota. 


This has been another very favora- 


ble week for corn. Except over south- 
ern Missouri, central Kansas and in 
central and western Nebraska, where 
it needs rain, the crop has generally 
made decided advancement. It is esti- 
mated that earl7 corn in the principal 
corn states of the central valleys will 
be safe from frost by September 15 and 
the late crop'by September 30. 


Stacking and threshing of spring 


wheat have been generally delayed by 
rains; and violent hail storms in the 
Red Eiver valley have caused a loss es- 
timated at 2,000,000 bushels in North 
Dakota and about fifty per cent, of the 
expected yield of 50,000 acres m Min- 
nesota, while high winds have lodged 
and shelled confiderable ripe grain in 
the first named state. 


Oats in stock have sustained some 


damage from moisture in Missouri. 
Harvesting of this crop is now practic- 
ally complete. 


Reports concerning tobacco continue 


favorable in nearly all tobacco states. 
The crop has, however, sustained pome 
damage from storms in New York and 
from too much rain in southern Indi- 
ana, and has suffered from drought in 
Pennsylvania. Cutting is in progress 
in the Ohio valley and Middle Atlantic 
states and will be general during the 
coming wrek in New York.

the past month, ploughing for fall 
seeding isf xceptionally well advanced.

of Commissioner of Pensions Evans for 
the fiscal year ended June 30 Isst shows 
total disbursement of S13S,253,983, leav- 
ing a balance of 31,S57,1SS in the treas- 
ury outof the3140,000,000 appropriated. 
The total number of pensioners on 
the roll June 30 was 891,51'J, a decrease 
of 2,195. 
There were 40,991 names 


added to the roll and 43,186 dropped. 
The report shows the pension roll is 
decreasing. Of those dropped, 34,345 
were because of death and S,841 because 
of re-marriage, minors obtaining their 
majority, failure to claim pension and 
other causes. 
The war with Spain 


brought a total of 16,986 claims, of 
which number but 295 have been al- 
lowed.
